Lonxpon, Oct. 18.—The Daily Telegraph, in a 
leading article, says: England, much as she 
loves and desires peace, must wage war from 
end to end of. the world rather than permit the 
Russian flag to be hoisted at Constantinople. 
Lord Derby justly said that for British inter- 
ests the Eastern question centered in Constan- 
tinople, and we hold it clear to all sensibie and 
resolute Englishmen that, at the first overt in- 
yasion of Turkish territory, the British fleet, 
with the assent of the Sultan, should most as- 
suredly cast anchor in the Golden Horn. Those 
to whom such a step might appear like help for 
the Turks may take comfort, for it would be 
simply an act vital to British security, and ac- 
complished in the name of and for the protec- 
tion of British rights.

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wi QUEER TREASURE HUNT. 
al Correspondence af The Tribune. — 

— Tenn., Oet. F. — When “ war's 
alarms sounded throughout the country the 
first thonght of hundreds was, What must I do 
with my treasures of gold, silver, et.?“ The 
usual repository of banks were unreliable; it 
was impossible to keep ſt within one’s own 
dwelling, and, in the emergency, burial-places 
were resorted to as a safeguard from depredat- 
ing and trcasure-seeking parties. That this was 
not as perfect an arrangement as was at first 
supposed, was proved by the various disasters 
which befeil those hiding such treasures. In 
some instances the dwelllugs were burned, land- 
marks blotted out, and on the return of the 
refugee, if he ever returned, it was impossible 
for him to designate the spot where the 
buried treasure lay. In many instances the 
person died without confiding to any one the 
whereabouts of such buried articles, and left 
his heirs and neighbors, who knew that it must 
be somewhere, but did not know the exact spot, 
in a state bordering on distraction at the great 
loss that was, or was 1 be, sustained. 
An fnstance of this kind came upafew days 
ago in Williamson County, There was a man 
named John Vaught, who was subposed to have 
hoarded, before, during, and after the War, a 
large quantity of gold and silver, which he had 
stored away in some secure nook not easily de- 
termined upon. The other day the summons 
came. and old Joim Vaught passed to his long 
home. As he was supposed sto have 
a peculiar love for his gains, ho was looked upon 
as somewhat of a miser; but, at any rate, he 
confided to no one the story of his buried gold. 
A fever of impatience settled upon nelchbor 
and visitor, and they could hardly wait for the 
decent ceremonies of respect to be paid the de- 
paried before they would commence the search. 
The buria) over, the search was inaugurated, 
and furniture was moved and house ransacked 
without yielding any reward to their labors. 
Not satisfied with this, the weather-boarding 
was stripped from the house, chimney tore 
down, and the foundation undermined. Then 
the yard and farm were dug up until it looked 
as if an immensc crop was about to be planted 
without respect to locality or nearness to the 
almost demolished dwellihg. This has been 
coing on for some time, and vet no buried treas- 
ure has been discovered. Itis worse than the 
“days of Capt. Kidd, when the Yankees 
thoucht there was money bid.“

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Thanks to a sudden and fortunate change 
of the wind to the southeast,to an unlimited 
water supply, and an efficient Fire Depart- 
ment, Chicago was last evening spared the 
disaster of a serious conflagration.

A serious impediment to the successful 
operation of the revolutionary scheme de- 
vised by Jznz Brack, and adopted by a coun- 
cil of Democrats at Washington, is found in 
the fact that the twenty-second joint rule of 
Congress is not in force, not having been in- 
cluded among the rules adopted by the House 
atthe beginning of the session. For this 
reason it will be impossible for the Confed- 
erate House to arbitrarily reject the Electoral 
vote of any State, and it will be necessary to 
concoct some other devilish device for de- 
feating the will of the people.

Last evening's cable dispatches bring ad- 
ditional confirmation of the advices of the 
afternoon, and indicate unmistakably the 
early precipita ion of active hostilities be- 
tween Russia and Turkey. Russia has not 
been idle during the discussion of the armis- 
tice proposal. Quietly but rapidly she has 
been engaged in gigantic preparations for the 
great struggle. Arrangements have been 
completed for messing an army of 250,000 
men upon the Turkish frontier, the Rouma- 
nian railway companies having engaged to 
transport Russian troops at the rate of at 
least 25,000 daily. England is bestirring 
herself to be in readiness for her part in 

the bloody business whenever that part 
Shall have been defined by the unfolding of 
events. An autumnal session of Parliament 
is to be convened; the Government has ap- 
plied to the Lĩorps for ships for the trans- 
portation of troops to the Mediterranean ; 
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in gold advanced 8 cents as measured in 


| our paper currency. The wheat quotation 


advanced 5} cents in this market, and 3@5 
cents in New York; mess pork sold 50 cents 
per barrel higher, and other produce was 
similarly affected to a smaller extent. The 
extreme prices of the day were not sustained 
to the close, but the effect produced was al- 
most equivalent to a panic for the time being, 
and many heavy losses were suffered in con- 
sequence. Holders of securities were forced 
to sell out at a sacrifice, and parties who 
were operating on the short side in pro- 
duce were also heavy losers, some being 
obliged to suspend in consequence. 
This unsettling of quoted values is a neces- 
sary concomitant of war-excitement in any 
part of the civilized: world. War not only 
kills off its thousands, but it disturbs the 
commercial equilibrium of even the non- 
combatant part of the world. War too often 
means enormously increased expense, vastly 
diminished production, much waste of prop- 
erty as well as of life, a derangement of the 
flow of commerce, ruin to thousands, and 
profit toafew. The people of the United 
States may appear to be benefited by a 
European war; but even to us it would be 
far from an unmixed good, while it would be 
an enormous evil to the Powers engaged in 
it. Not the least of its evils is the uncer- 
tainty which war always causes with regard 
to the real value of property, and the de- 
moralization caused by the speculation which 
is always engendered by that uncertainty, 
wherever men buy and sell. 


WAR. 

The war in Europe has commenced. Rus- 
sia and Turkey are already face .to face, and 
the diplomatists have ceased their useless 
work, The London 7imessays: ‘‘The hopes 
we have so anxiously cherished must, we 
fear, at length be abandoned, and we must 
recognize the fact that negotiations are 
practically at an end, and] e two 
belligerents now face to face in pean 
Turkey must be left to the consequences of 
their conduct. Another twenty-four hours 
has brought no relief to the tension under 
which we were laboring, and events are 
evidently moving too fast on the Danube to 
be arrested by the slow progress of even 
telegraphic diplomacy.” There is no need 
longer to discuss the possible influence of 
armistices or the outcome of diplomatic 
meetings. Who are the combatants in this 
war? How long will it last? What will be 
the result? ‘These are the questions now of 
surpassing interest. 

For the present at least, there are but two 
combatants in this war,—Russia and Turkey. 
Russia never would have struck had not 
Austria promised to be neutral, with the sure 
prospect of territorial acquisition, Germany 
has notified England it can take no part in 
checking the Russian advance. Italy is neu- 
tral, modestly asking for the little slice of 
Tunis when the Turkey is carved. France 
can make no move unless Germany does. 
What England will do remains to be seen. 
She must define her attitude before long, but 
it is exceedingly doubtful whether she will 
do more than render the Turks indirect help 
by selling them munitions of war—for , 
She has no object in sending troops into 
field unless the Russians threaten Constanti- 
nople, or a general war ensues upon the par- 
tition of the spoils. Thus, for the present, 
Russia and Turkey are the only combatants. 

The war will be a short one, and will not 
spread beyond its present limits. The Rus- 
sians will make short work of the Turks. 
They have gained time by their crafty diplo- 
macy to place their army and navy on a pow- 
erful footing, and they are now sweeping 
down upon Turkey like the resistless march 
of destiny. Russian Generals are already in 
complete command of the Servians. One 
powerful army is concentrated .at Bender, 
near Odessa, and will move down into Rou- 
mania. The other is at Tiflis, on the trans- 
Caucasian side, and will sweep through Tur- 
key in Asia. The whole Selavonic race is in 
arms against the Turks, and will make a 
winter campaign of fearful severity. They 
can fight in the snow. The Turks are sum- 
mer warriors. There can be but one issue 
to the campaign—the overthrow of the 
Turks, the end of centuries of oppression, 
torture, and tyranny, the rescue of the 
Christians, the downfall of the Crescent be- 
fore the victorious Cross. 

After this is attained, then what? The 
partition of the conquered territory. In this 
lies the danger of a general European war. 
When the Great Powers come to divide, then 
Russia, Germany, Austria, Italy, France, and 
England will putin their claims, and great 
conflicting interests must be harmonized, 
with the old Eastern question still further 
entangling the complications. Events have 
not proceeded far enough to foresee the end 
when the day of settlement comes. At pres- 
ent we can only be thankful that the great 
power of Russia has interposed to rescue the 
weak Christian provinces from their power- 
ful Mohammedan oppressors, and that the 
work will be short and swift. That destiny 
in which the Turk believes has overtaken him 
at last, and the world will rejoice. 

THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 

The Constitution of the United States 
provides for the preservation of the public 
peace, and for the maintenance of law and 
order, by directing that in case of domestic 
violence in any State the President, upon 
the application of the State authorities, shail 
furnish protection; and the law empowers 
and requires him to use the army, navy, or 
militia for this purpose. The Constitution 
also provides that all persons born in or 
naturalized are citizens of the United States, 
and are entitled equally to all the political 
priviliges and rights pertaining to such 
citizenship. The Democratic platform adopt- 
ed at St. Louis declared: “For the De- 
mocracy of the whole country we do here re- 
affirm our devotion to the Constitution of the 
United States, with its amendments.” The 
Democratic House of Representatives, a few 

after the St. Louis Convention, by a 
vote of 174 to 2, adopted a . which, 
after reciting the Fifteenth t as 
governing the right of suffrage, declared : 

Beit resolved, etc., That all attempts by force, 
frand, terror, intimidation, or otherwise to pre- 


vent the the free exercise of the right of suffrage 
in any State, should meet with certain, con- 


dign, and effectua) punishment, and that in auy case 


‘this be refused, then 


which has heretofore occurred or that may here- 
after ocear in w violence or murder has been 
or shall be commi by one race or class upon the 
other, the prompt prosecution and punishment of 
the criminal or criminals in any court having juris- 
diction is imperatively demanded, whether the 
crime be one punishable by fine or imprisonment 
or one demanding the penalty of death. 

Here, then, is the solemn declaration of the 
Constitution defining the right of citizens to 
vote, and their right to be protected in all 
their political privileges; here, too, is a 
formal declaration of the Democratic party 
of devotion to the Constitution and its 
“ amendments,” the whole emphasized by 
the vote of the Democratic House of Con- 
gress, denouncing as worthy of “ certain, 
condign, and effectual punishment” every 
attempt by force, fraud, terror, intimida- 
tion, or otherwise to prevent the free exer- 
cise of the right of suffrage in any State.” 

Now, in South Carolina it is notorious, and 
is publicly defended as the true policy, that 
no negro who does not renounce the Repub- 
lican party shall be hired asa laborer, or in 
any other capacity; shall not be employed 
as a house servant, nor as a hotel waiter ; as 
barber, coachman, or mechanic; shall not 
have any lease for land or for a house to live 
in; that nothing he has to sell shall be 
bought, and nothing shall be sold to him ; 
that no contracts for working land on shares 
or gathering crops shall be made with him ; 
that he shall be excluded recognition except 
as an enemy of the State; that no white 
man having any dealings whatever with any 
negro who shall not renounce the Republican 


party, or who shall himself be a Republican, 


shall be recognized socially, or in business, 
or professionally, otherwise than as an out- 
cast and as an alien in the State. Pursuant 
to this policy thousands of negroes have 
been dismissed from employment; have been 
cut off from all means of earning a living for 
themselves and families. Here is intimida- 
tion and terrorism of the meanest kind,—a 
form of oppression which would not be 
tolerated one hour in any Northern 
State. But this intimidation does not stop 
here. It includes violence in its most infa- 
mous forms. The negroes are largely in ex- 
cess of the whites in population, and the Re- 
publican majority in the State at a fair elec- 
tion would be not less than 35,000. The 
Governor of the State has proved himself the 
best Governor the State has had since the 
War. He has been go acceptable to all class- 
es that, until within a short time, it was the 
intention of all parties to re-elect him, with- 
out opposition. At the last moment the 
Democratic Convention yielded to the de- 
mands of the extremists that Wapz Hamp- 


rox be nominated for Governor, and that he 


be elected on the Mississippi Plan.“ 

The State became at once a camp. The 
Democrats organized, not as political clubs 
such as are known at the North, but 
as Rifle Clubs.“ mounted and on foot. 
The white population from 18 to 60 became 
an organized army, with its infantry, artil- 
lery, and cavalry. Every precinct produced 
its company or battalion, and each county its 
regiment or brigade. These men are armed 
as thoroughly as in the War, and so complete 
the discipline that any required force can be 
concentrated at short notice at any point. 
The afternoons and evenings are devoted to 
parade and to drill. Wherever there is 
a Republican meeting called, to that 
meeting a regiment of armed men 
proceed. They begin by demanding 
that the meeting shall be a joint one. If 
the meeting 
is dispersed, and generally with a 
volley fired into the assemblage. There is 
not a day but a disturbance occurs between 
the Rifle Clubs and: the Republicans, in 
which the defenseless negroes are shot down 
like dogs. It has been proclaimed that the 
only safety for the megro voter and for his 
family from violence and death is a renun- 
ciation of the Republican party and a pledge 
to aid the whites to elect Hampton Governor 
and Torn President. The war of the 
Rifle Clubs is especially directed against 
those colored men who are leaders among 
their people and.who are candidates or likely 
to be candidates for local offices or for the 
Legislature. These rarely escape the rifle- 
ball or the buck-shot. The end sought by 
this violence, by this display of military 
force, by this continuous procession of in- 
fantry and artillery and the scouting and 
night-riding of the cavalry, is two-fold : 
First, to prevent and deter the negroes from 
voting at all ; second, to coerce and terrify 
them into voting the Democratic ticket. 
These negroes have as a class the timidity 
natural to long generations of slavery. They 
are unarmed, and generally have large fam- 
ilies dependent on them for support. Upon 
these defenseless people the armed minority, 
most of them veterans of the Confederate 
army, war in the most cruel and persistent 
manner. 


There are five States at the South where 
in a fair election the Republicans would have 
a majority of votes. These States are North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, and Florida. There are five States at 
the North where the chances are so uncer- 
tain that the Democrats claim to be able to 
elect their men. These States are Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey, Oregon, New Hampshire, 
and California. Now, suppose in each of 
these five last-named States the Haves and 
Wuee.er Clubs, instead of bearing torches 
and trying to get up larger processions. and 
marching better than the Democrats, should 
organize as rifle clubs, with rifles, shot-guns, 
and artillery, and attend every Democratic 
meeting and disperse it by firing into the 
assemblage, killing the speakers or some of 
the auditors, and generally visiting the 
houses of the Democrats and threatening 
them with extermination or death unless 
they agreed to vote for Hayes and WHEELER. 
Would not the President of the United States 
be recreant to his duty and false to his obli- 
gations to Constitution and law if upon the 
application of the Governors of these States 
he did not interpose all the force necessary 
to arrest such murderous proceedings, and to 
protect the voters in their freedom of choice 
and their right to vote peaceably and free 
from yiolence or threats of violence ? 

The President has acted in this case of 
South Carolina precisely as he would have 
had to act did the like circumstances and 
conditions prevail in a Northern State. He 
is possibly open to the charge of having de- 
layed interposition beyond a time when it 
ought to have been done. The work of 
murder, violence, intimidation, and terror- 
ism has been largely accomplished ; in many 
sections of the State large bodies of negroes 
have already enrolled themselves as non- 
voters or voters for Hampron ; others have 
fled the country, taking refuge in the 
swamps and woods. The courts are closed, 
the Rifle Clubs attending all the sessions and 
pitching their tents in the court-house yards. 
Civil authority is silenced. The Governor's 
proclamations are laughed at with contempt. 
No meetings are held but those of the 
friends of Hampton and Ton, and the 
State is absolutely under the control of the 
illegal but well-armed bodies of troops, 


der the command of experienced soldiers. 


In this case the Governor of the State, rep- 
resenting his utter inability to suppress this 
armed and organized resistance to the law, 
and this domestic violence against the rights 
and liberties of a majority of the people of 
the State, has applied to the United States 
for the protection guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution. The President has by proclamation 
ordered the disbandment of these bodies of 
armed men, and their dispersion to their 
homes, and has ordered a force of the United 
States troops to the State to preserve the 
peace, suppress the violence, and protect the 
people. It is a mistake to suppose that there 
is anything unusual or extraordinary in the 
presence of troops in any State. That isa 
relic of the old secession theory that the 
United States had no authority to march its 
troops across a State without the permission 
of the latter. In time of peace the United 
States troops are part of the police system 
to preserve the peace, and when necessary 
to aid in the execution of the laws. The 
army is employed in the Territories against 
the Indians, and in the States of California, 
Oregon, Nevada, Texas, Kansas, or Nebraska 
for the same purpose. The United States 
troops are located wherever their services 
may be needed, whether it be in a State or 
outside of a State. The troops sent to South 
Carolina will be withdrawn from some other 
State or States where they are now sta- 
tioned. 

The country at large, and all right-minded 
men who believe in the preservation of per- 
sonal freedom, fair elections, and the sup- 
pression of armed violence, will cordially ap- 
prove the action of the President in this case 
of South Carolina. 
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THE ROCK-RIVER SUNDAY. 
At the seventh day’s session of the Rock 


River Conference of Methodist clergymen, 
held in this city on Tuesday last, a series of 
resolutions was adopted which are, to say 
the least, profoundly astonishing and aston- 
ishingly absurd in this day and generation. 
Had this Conference been held Anno Domini 
1640, at Salem, by Iycorzasze Mater, Peiec 
Patrrey, Pratse-Gop Baresonrs, Menrra- 
BEL Soupper, Patrence Alon, and other 
lean and godly saints, these resolutions 
would have been in keeping with their dry, 
juiceless, and marrowless fabric of theology, 
but that they should have been passed in 
this goodly and centennial year of grace, rail- 

and telegraphs, with Brother Moopy 
thundering against cant in his Tabernacle, 
and Brother Sanxey warbling the praises of 
warm vital piety, and Brother Swine 
preaching humanity, and great crowds surg- 
ing into their conventicles without regard to 
the style of locomotion necessary to get 
there, must give us cause sufficient to rub 
our eyes and see if there is not some old 
woman hanging from the telegraph-pole, or 
some erring brother branded with a scarlet 
letter for eating unsanctified beans for his. 
Sunday dinner. 

The Rev. Mr. Pamnonsr acknowledges 
himself the author of this Sunday bill-of- 
fare which his brethren solemnly adopted. 
What does he offer us? His first resolution 
condemns the issuing and reading of secular 
Sunday papers. Speaking for Taz Sunpay 
Tammo alone, it brings to its readers the 
news of the day. It directs the strangers in 
the city where they can go to church, and 
what and whom they may hear, without ref- 
erence to denominations. It is Brother 
Moopy’s earthly medium, which carries his 
words to the thousands who cannot attend 
his ministrations. It furnishes its readers in 
one number with more religious intelligence 
than Mr. Parxsurst could find out in a 
year’s time. Its columns are open to religious 
discussions. It collects what is going on in 
every department of the Lord's vineyard, re- 
cords progress, chronicles conversions, advo- 
cates contributions to the cause, and in all 
probability sends many a soul to Mr. Parx- 
nuRsT whom he could not otherwise have 
reached. Second, Mr. Parkuurst pronounced 
against Sunday trains, which of course would 
cut off people in the suburbs from coming to 
church in the city, and trains to camp-meet- 
ings on Sunday, which would keep working- 
men at homeon the only day they can at- 
tend. Thus sinners who might go to camp- 
meeting and might be saved thereby would 
be compelled to remain at home and lose the 
peculiar unction and opportunities of con- 
viction and conversion which appertain to 
the outdoor ministrations of the camp- 
meeting. Third, Mr. Parxuurst denounces 
the Sunday meat-market, and by implication 
would have us understand that there is ruin 
in roasts, temptation in tenderloins, sin 
in soup, crime in chops, and contamination 
in cutlets. The butcher who opens his shop 
for an hour on Sunday morning imperils his 
soul. The boy who delivers the meat is on 
the brink of ruin. The man who buys the 
meat, the maid of the kitchen who cooks it, 
and the family that eats it, all share alike in 
the great condemnation. God help us all, 
miserable sinners! Worse than this, we 
must have no milk on Sundays. The 
unregenerate udder of the conscience- 
less cow must refuse its lacteal bene- 
diction on Sunday. Upon Mr. Parxsvurst’s 
theory we must lay in our milk on Saturday, 
thereby violating the Judaic Sabbath, suffi- 
cient to last until Monday, but here an- 
other contingency arises. He will not let us 
have ice on Sunday, and milk will not keep 
without it. So the milk must sour, the meat 
must spoil, the fish get tainted, the butter 
melt, and the refrigerator by Monday morn- 
ing compete upon a small scale with the ren- 
derings of Bridgeport. 

Having made us thus uncomfortable, Mr. 
Parxnurst goes a step further, and would 
abolish the street-cars. For this resolution, 
however, a substitute was offered deprecat- 
ing the unnécessary use of the cars on 
Sunday. What does this mean? Who shall 
be the judge of what is necessary or unnec- 
essary in street-car locomotion? Mr. Panx- 
HURST'’s main objection to them is that they 
furnish means of conveyance for the peo- 
ple to leave their own churches and go three 
or four miles to hear a star preacher. Is 
there anything wrong in this? Is it the 
fault of tlie public that Mr. Parxuurst may 
not happen to be astar? Is it a calam- 
ity that *because his people may hap- 
pen to think Mr. Parxuunst a dull 
preacher they take street-cars and go to hear 
Brother Moopx? Will Mr. Parxuvurst kind- 
ly answer one or two questions? If the 
street-cars are stopped, how are people to 
get to church? If it is wrong to run a 
street-car, it is wrong to run an omnibus, a 
hack, private carriage, buggy, or bicycle. If 
it is wrong to ride on Sunday, is it not also 
wrong to walk? Wherein is one form of 
| locomotion more sanctified than another? 
From the general tone of the discussion on 
the street-car travel we infer that the breth- 
ren only deem those street-cars necessary 
which convey their special flocks to their pe- 
culiar pasturage. But this is very conven- 
ient. It would necessitate Moopy cars, Young 
Men’s Christian cars, Pedo-Baptist cars, cool 
Universalist cars and hot Presbyterian cars, 
Unitarian cars, Swedenborgian cars; and on 


the cars that run to Mr. Pamxuvursr’s church

the jingle of Methodist-Episcopal bells at 
Mr. Panxsvurst’s door. Meanwhile the 
children of the world on their various er- 
rands of pleasure or duty must harness the 
heretical shanks’ mare, while the children of 
light jog merrily past them in denominatio n- 
al cars, religious omnibuses, or theological 
buggies. 

There is no fleld for serious argument with 
Mr. Panxuvunsr. If there were, we should 
ask him if he does not see that he is making 
Sunday a day of gloom instead of brightness; 
that his asceticism and restriction cannot be 
enforced except by the passage of laws, and 
these of so general a character that it would 
be intolerable for an average human being to 
live on Sunday; that he himself would prob- 


ably be one of the first victims of his Dra- 


conian code; that the measures he proposes 
have no connection with vital piety; that 
the laity have so far outrun the pulpit they 
have no sympathy with it in this regard; and 
that he is domg serious damage to the very 
cause he represents. If not, let him take off 
his denominational spectacles and look about 
him on this great, busy world through Broth- 
er Moopy’s clear crystal glasses, and he will 
see that haggling about milk-cans, street- 
cars, refrigerators, and Sunday newspapers, 
is not going to save souls from perdition. 


ACCEPTANCE OF THE 
MENTS. 


AMEND 

The first resolution of the Democratic and 
Confederate platform declares the ‘“‘ accept- 
ance” by that party of the constitutional 
amendments, which it steadfastly resisted 
until resistance was bootless, as a final set- 
tlement.” That declaration, extorted by the 
spirit of the times from the party of the Re- 
bellion, is the guarantee upon which that 
party asks to be intrusted with the Adminis- 
tration. The most important of the amend- 
ments is that which guarantees to the freed- 
mén the right of suffrage. How is the Con- 
federate-Democracy accepting that? Are 
the Rifle Clubs of South Carolina organized 
to maintain the Fifteenth Amendment which 
the Confederate-Democracy accepts, and to 
secure to the freedmen the free, peaceful, 
unobstructed right to the ballot? Are the 
disfranchisement acts of Georgia and Ala- 
bama, disguised as tax-laws, to be taken as 
showing huw they accept the Fifteenth 
Amendment? And does the preference 
plan of starving the negroes into voting the 
Democratic ticket, by refusing them employ- 
ment or credit unless they will do so, proceed 
from the anxiety of the Confederate-Demo- 
crats to uphold the amendments as a final 
settlement” ? | 

The fervor with which they accept it was 


significantly indicated in Georgia, where there 


is no ‘* nigger carpet-bag rule of which to 
complain, There, on a full, fair vote, with 
neither shot-guns nor intimidation employed 
against the freedmen, nor social and business 
ostracism of white Republicans, the State 
would be classed as close, and the majority 
for either side would probably not exceed 
5,000. But the infamous system of tax- 
disfranchisement assures the rule to the 
Confederates. Not content with their ordi- 
nary majority thus made certain, the Con- 
federates at the late election rolled it up to 
80,000. How this was done is shown by the 
returns from Putnam County. The popula- 
tion in 1870 was 3,016 whites and 7,445 col- 
ored. In 1870, the last election at which the 
were suffered to vote without more or 

less intimidation, the vote of the county was: 
Republican, 1,082; Demoeratic, 467; and 
since the average Republican majority in 
the county, despite the Democratic terror- 
ism, has been about 700; At the recent 
election the total Republican vote of 
Putnam County was three. That is, only 
three Republicans dared vote in the county 
in which they have a majority of not less 
than 700, and in which the negro population 
is more than double that of the whites. The 
shot-gun policy, of which Gen.” M. C., Bor. 
Ln, of Hamburg notoriety, is the chief expo- 
nent in Georgia, did it; and it was by vigor- 
ous execution of that policy throughout the 
State that the 80,000 majority was rolled up. 
What emphasizes this Democratic-Confed- 
erate acceptance of the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment is, that it is not now, nor at any time 
since the adoption of the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment has it been, necessary for the whites to 


‘resort to the shot-gun policy to secure the 


control in the Southern States. By virtue 
of their superior intelligence, their wealth, 
their easy ascendency over their foremost 
slaves,—made the easier by the habit of docile 
defense of these to the whites,—they could at 
any time within that period have gained 
control of the negro vote even against the 
carpet-baggers as absolutely as did Boss 
Twerep the vote of any of the down-town 
wards he carried in his pocket. 

But the Confederates prefer instead to 
shoot the negro out of politics. That is 
what they did in Mississippi. That is what 
they are proceeding to do in Georgia, where, 
after carrying the State, they go on, as in 
Putnam County at the late election, not 
simply to carry it with their shot-guns, but 
with these to disfranchise the entire colored 
population. That is what Wave Hampron’s 
Rifle Clubs are organized todo. And that it 
is which makes plain what the Democrats and 
Confederates mean by their acceptance” 
of the amendments as a final settlement 
of the late unpleasantness, while for such 
acceptance they ask to be rew by being 
put in control of the Government,

The growing probabilities of war in Earope were 
carefully observed and discussed in Chicago yes- 
lerday, and had their effects here as elsewhere.

Side, making a brilliant dloud-spectacle for the 
people in quarters remote from the scene of the 
fire, the latter remarked, Lo! Bridgeport has 
once more asserted itself, 

Nor was the expectation’ disappointed. At 
exactly 10 o’clock a second alarm was sounded, 
and the attention of the yet disengaged mem- 
bers of the Fire Department was fixed rather 
anxiously upon the paint where the destructive 
element could be seen at work more plainly 
every moment. The whole of the southern sky 
was lit up, and the smoke was increasing in 
density. It was no small fire—that was already 
cstablished in the minds of the residents of the 
North and West Sides. As for the people in 
the neighborhood, they had all tarned out at 
the first alarm, and were to a man busily engaged 
in looking on. All Bridgeport was in a tremor 
af delight; for there is something ima fire thas 
seems to satisfy the unaisthetic nature, and in 
this instance especially s, as the Bridgeporters 
7 suffered so long and unprecedented a period 

tranquillity. Boys and girls, youths and young 
women, old and madd aggd people, flocked 
down that forlorn and at present dismantled 
Archer avenue to participate in the general 
ceremonies. The ms of that district 
hooted for very joy, and skipped about in their 
native innocence. f 

At 10:00 there was a third alarm, and by this 
time the streets leading to the scene of the flre 
were ed with human beings. The fire, 
which started in the planing- ml of O. D. 
Wetherell, had spread to the adjoining mill of 
J. T. Healy, and threatened seriously the lum- 
ber yards which cover the whole of this terri- 
tory, and extend in an unbroken line from Jef- 
ferson street to Ashland avenue, Both mills 
were speedily reduced to ashes, notwithstand- 
ing the offcrts of the firemen who formed a com- 
plete circle about the yard. The 
of Henry Stevens, ‘upying 
floor of Wetherell’s will, of course went 
with the others. There: was a large quantity 
of jlumber stored on the which was 
destroyed. Some of this belonged to C. C. 
Thompson, and the rest to Charuley Bros., who 
have a lumber-yard adjoining, and to Wetherell 
& Stevens. The flames: reached over and did 
their best to cat up the lumber-piles 
across the street, but were prevented by prompt 
doses. Of water. The stable in the rear of 
Witherell’s place went bext, the horses which 
had been kept there having been taken out and 
saved. 

THE GROUND BURNED OVER 
is embraced within a block about 400 feet square, 
bounded on the north by Cologne and Hickory 
streets, on the east by Quarry street, on the 
south by the Chic & Alton Reail- 
road track, —the right of way” being 
about sixty feet in width,—and ou the west by a 
triangular vacant lot with the base to the 
south, between the block and Mary street, and 
an alley thirty feet wide, which separates the 
lumber from that in another yard. In the 
southeast corner was a one-story building. 
Adjacent to it, fronting on Quarry street, was 
the planing-mill of UD. Wetherell & Co. 
Alongside of this was a two-story structure 
used as an Office and a dwelling; and in the 
rear was a large barn. Between the mill and 
the corner of Cologne street there were piles of 
heavy timber. Around the corner, a few feet 
south of the line of the sidewalk, 
the planing-mili of J. F. H 
West. of this were huge piles of 
lumber three or four decp, extending to the al- 
ley and south to the railroad track, and thence 
east to the yard iu the rear of the frame build- 
ing. On two sides of the block, east and north, 
were lumber-yards full of inflammabie material. 
On the south were the yards of Bell’s packing- 
house, the buildings being distant about 100 
feet; and on the west, across May street, was a 
row of two-story frame c 200 feet away. 
The block was bisected by aswitch which curved 
through it from the main track to the river. 
All the buildings were wholly of frame except 
Healy’s mill, the basement of which was of 
brick. The two mills were separated by an alley 
twenty-five feet wide. 

WITHERELL’S MILL 

was about 150 feet long by 80 wide, and two 
stories in heighth. The rst floor only was used 
by the firm, The building and machinery was 
valued at $26,000, upon: which there is an in- 
surance $6,000, the amount of an incum- 
brance. Their loss will approximate $20, 000. 
Their loss ow material will about $5,000, not 
covered by policies. Tlie secomd-story was o- 
cupied by Stevens as a box-factory,one of 
the largest in the city, emploving seveuty-tive 
hands. His loss on sk will reach about 
$5,000; insured for $2,000, and perhaps the full 
amount, as application was made for an addi- 
tional $1,000 about a week ago. 

The office was worth about $600, and the 
barn $1,000; neither is insured, 

HEALY’S MILL 

was I,-shaped—the mai portion being 12030, 
and the addition 6050. The basement was of 
brick, and in it were the engine and boiler, 
which will, perhaps, not be damaged very ma- 
tertally. Mr. Healy bought the mill at Sher- 
iff’s sale three or four months ago for $5,000. It 
is said to have becn worth $12,000. No work 
has been dove in the mill for some time. He 
had no stock on hand, and estimates his loss at 
$3,000, and has an insurance of $1,000. 

Andy Corrigan says that this building and 
the machinery was sold at auction under chattel 
mortgage a short time ago for $7,200, but at 
that time it was boucht in by Mr. Healy him- 
self, who had previously acquired another claim 
at an expense of $7,000, This would indicate 
that the property was worth under the hammer 
about $15.00. There is no doubt that Mr. 
Healy is correct when he states that the mill 
cost him over $20,000 to build and equip with 


machinery. His insurance was about $10,000, 


The one-story frame building belonged to 
Christopher Dennis. He moved his furniture 
out, and sustained a slight less. The house 
was damaged to the extent of $100. He has a 
policy for $200 in the Fireman’s of this city. 

CHARNLBY BROS.

He says that almost simultancously 
with the discovery of the flames they shot up 
high into the air, and both planing-mills and 
entire lumber-yard seemed to be envel in 
a sheet of flame. The giass in his windows began 
to crack, and he had barely time to take his 
family to a place of safety. He carted some of 
his furniture away and saved it. His damage 
will be about $50 on household goods, which 
are uninsured. He succeeded in saying five 
horses which were in the barn, and also their 
harness. The stable was twenty by forty feet, 
and contained twenty-five bushels of oats, one 
and one-half tons of iced, and aton or more of 
hay. which was valued at about $500, and is un- 
insured. There was alsoa lot of tools belong- 
2 several parties, which were consumed, 
box car belonging to the Illinois Central 
Railroad Company, which was on the 
side-track, was also burned.

Vicinity, and made the fire hard to manage. 
Shortly after the third alarm was struck, the 
wind veered to the castward, and thus, in a 
manner, checked the fire and kept it from 
exiending into the heart of the lumber- 
district, whieh, for a time, was threatened. 
The. citizens residing in the classic precincts of 
Bridgeport, as well as other parts of the city, 
floc to the scene by thousands. A panic 
seemed to have seized many, owing to the fact 
that the sky was lighted up ne for miles 
around over the city. The night was dark, and 
the gray clouds hung low, which made the re- 
flection more vivid and lurid, andin the centre 
of the city it seemed for a time as though terrible 
destruction was going on. 

The people crowded every conceivable spot 
about the vicinity of the fire. They clang to 
rails and rafters, and stood on the huge lumber 
piles which abound in the vicinity. From the 
reofs, also, of packing-houses in the neighbor- 
hood vast numbers looked on. Everywhere 
was.to be seen a sea of humanity. The police 
only kept the crowd back from thefiremen, so as 
not to retard their progress, consequently all of 
the streets and the open d the rail- 
road track was occupied by long ons of hu- 
man beings, who stayed until almost the last 
embers had died away and the destruction was 
complete. 

Had the wind been from the west, it is doubt- 
ful whether the firemen would have been able 
to keep the flames from the neighboring pack- 
ing-houses om Archer avenue, and in that case 
the fire might have swept far eastward, even to 


the lake. 
THE MANAGEMENT 

of the fire by Marshal Benner and his assistants 
was able. The flames swept across 
Cologne street and ignited a dozen piles of 
lumber in Thompson’s yard, and, had they once 
ot a foothold thore, a mile or more of solid 
umber would have been food for it. The 
efforts of the firemen were, however, concen- 
trated on this point at once, and only the west 
ends of the piles were charred. Ex-Commis- 
sioner Wahl, of the Board of Public Works, who 
was present, said: “I tell you, we have one of 
the best fire departments in the United States.

THE BATTLE OF THE GIANTS. 

The meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the Bastern roads, 
which will be held at Detroit to-day, is not for

CASUALTIES. 


RUN OVER AND KILLED.

Jortrr, III., Oct. 18.—A frightful accident o- 
curred this forenoon on the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad, between the rolling mills and the 
State Penitentiary, a short distance north of 
the city limits, resulting in the death of two 
persons, Mrs. Rosa Gleason and ber daughter 
Lizzie, a young lady 18 years of age. both of 
this city. The mother and daughter were waki- 
ing home from Lockport on the track, and when 
near the place mentioned above were overtaken 
by the passenger train of the Chicago, Pekin & 
Southwestern Railroad, due here at 11:25 a. m., 
which road runs from here into Chicago on the 
track of the Chicago & Alton, ran 
over, and instantly killed. The train was 
approaching the city at its usual high rate of 
speed, and the engineer sounded his whistle as 
a signal for the women to clear the track, but 
in attempting todosoone of the old lady’s 
feet was caught between the bars of a cattle- 
guard and she was thereby held fast, unable to 
move. Her daughter flew to her assistance, but 
was unable to extricate her mother from her 
perilous position, and both were struck by the 
engine and mutilated in a shocking manner, 
Lizzie being thrown some twelve or fiftcen feet 
down an embankment. The old lady’s face and 
head were crushed to a jelly. Coroner Camp- 
bell was notified at once, and an inquest held, 
the jury returning a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts, and exonerating the engineer, 
George Miller, and the railroad company from 
all blame in the sad affair. 

A PRAIRIE FIRE.

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 18.—A courier from the 
southwest portion of Saline County, just in, 
says a terrible prairie fire took place there 
yesterday, burning a section eight miles square 
nearly clean, destroying outhouses, stables, a 
number of dwelling-houses, agricultural imple- 
ments, hay and grain in stack, and corn in fields. 
On Swan Creek, the wife of Peter Oleson, a 
Swede, was burned to death. She saw the prairie- 
fire approaching, and ran for broken ground, but 
stopped to letsome hogs out of the pen, and 
appears to have fallen exhausted just before 
reaching plowed ground. Her head touched 

the plowed ground when found. Her body was 
burned toa crisp. Another woman and her 
two children, names not given. are also reported 
burned to death, on Spring Creek. five miles 
from the other locality, but particulars are not 
given. The wird was blowing heavily from the 
south, and the fire was stopped by Turkey 
Creek, or it would have been much more ex- 
tensive, and probably accompauied with greater 
loss of life.

Hall. About 125 members. were present, to- 


gether with a large number of spectators. 

Gen. Sherman, the President of the Society, 
calling the meeting to order, said y was 
set apart more especially for the uny and 
dedication ef, and for the unfurling of the ban- 
ner from, the MoPherson monument; but 
previous to this, there would be several hours 
for thé transaction of business. pertaining to the 
Society. | 

‘The meeting was formally opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Mason Noblg, of the United States 
Navy, and . committees were appointed to 
nominate officers for the ensuing year, to de- 
signate the time and place for the next meet- 
ing, and to select an orator for that occasion. 

A note was read from the private Secretary of 
President Grant, saying that it would give the 
latter great pleasure to meet again and take by. 
the hand such of his associates of the Army of 
the Tennessee as may be pleased to call upon 
him at 9 o’clock, Thursday night. The invita- 
tion was accepted, as was. also an invitation to 
visit Mount Vernon to-morrow. 

Letters of regret were read. from Gov. Hart- 
ranft and Gens. Pope, Dix, Wright, Newton, 
Crook, Augur, and Townsend, Commodore Am- 
men, and others, 

Gen. Sherman said that he bad received a tel- 
egram from Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, requesting 
him to give his best love and undying respects 
to the society. Gen. Sheridan was unavoidably 
kept at Chicago by public duties, but his. heart 
was present with the Society. 

A letter was also read from Gov. Hayes, of 
Ohio, regretting that important public duties 
prevented his attendance, 

Gen. J. B. Hood, who commanded the Con- 
federate army against the Army of the Tennes- 
see, and who was a class-mate of Gen. McPher- 
son, sent a letter of regret that he was unable 
to accept the invitation to attend this meeting, 
but expressed his admiration of Gen. McPher- 
son for his noble qualities.

No. 2. The mistakes mere more noticeable and 
more frequent in barley than in wheat, for the 
reason that barley is such a peculiar product 
that aman has to be educated up to it to in- 
spect it properly. To illustrate the errérs in 
inspecting barley, Mr. Towner said they had bar- 
ley sent to them which they could have sold on 
thé track for 80 cents a bushel. When it came 
to be inspected it was inspected as No. 3, and 
No. 3 barley in store was worth only 49 cents.

On a recent tour of inspection, 
Mr. Towner had found one Inspector decidedly 
under the influence of liquor, and his appear- 
ance indicated that the habit was confirmed.

through bad inspection. Mr. Foss entertains 
very little respect for the abilities of Mr. Par- 
ker. As to Chief-Inspector Smith, he says that 
gentleman does not pretend to know anything 
about grain, and is simply the figure-head of 
the inspection. Mr. Foss also thiuks the in- 
spection ought to be taken out of the hands of 
* puliticians and put into the hands of the Board 
ot ‘lrade, who would see that intelligent, vom- 
petent Inspectors were appointed. 

Mr. J. G. — ee was of the same general 
opinion. He no confidence in theinspection 
o grain as at present carried on. He had just 
seen two samples of wheat.

He 
nstanced several cases where mistakes had 
been made in the inspection very similar to 
those already referred to. The great 
uncertainty as to inspection here, and 
the errors made so often, brought 
the inspection into disrepute everywhere 
and operated directly against the interests of 
Chicago. Until thé inspection was taken out of 
the hands of politicians and left to the Board of 
Trade, there was not much chance of improve- 
ment. Mr. Oertel has no very favorable opin- 
ion of Mr. Parker, whom he considers grossly 
incompetent. ‘He knows as much about in- 
specting wheat as I do about inspecting silk,“ 
said he. Among the reformes that were cer- 
tainly very much to be desired in this Centen- 
uial year, was a thorough and sweepinggeform 
in the grain inspection in this locality.
